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Medway Council

ENVIRONMENTALISTS say the 
P rim e Minister’s public stance on 
green issues lies in tatters this 
weekend after two pollution-related 
rows erupted in Kent. 

The attack came after the introduction of 
Government-approved, above-inflation train fare 
hikes which critics warned would force rail 
commuters back into cars. 

The Government also appeared to give tacit 
support to plans for a new coal-fired power station 
at Kingsnorth. 

Campaigners say both would result in more 
carbon emissions, undermining the Government’s 
recently agreed targets on climate change. 

Dr Caroline Lucas, the Green Party MEP for the 
South East, said Gordon Brown “has no claim to 
climate change credentials”. 

“This has reinforced my perception that this 
government seems to be living in two parallel 
universes,” she told Kent on Sunday. 

“In one it has its rhetoric about climate change 
and its Climate Change Bill, yet in the other 
universe there is no indication they’re taking it 
seriously at all.” 

A Greenpeace spokesman said: “Both the 
allowed increases in rail fares and the serious 
consideration of the first coal-fired power station in

Cold comfort as energy prices increase 


THOUSANDS of families in 
Kent will be paying higher 
energy bills from this weekend. 

Energy firm npower 
announced that electricity 
prices for its domestic cus¬ 
tomers will rise by 12.7 per 
cent, while gas bills will see a 
17.2 per cent increase, effective 
from this Saturday. Other ener¬ 
gy suppliers are expected to 
also put up their prices soon. 

npower said it had been 
“forced to put up prices” 
because of soaring wholesale 
energy costs. The rises will 
mean the average annual price

increase will be £64 for electric¬ 
ity and £95 for gas, across all 
payment methods. 

Customers paying by pre-pay¬ 
ment meters (PPMs) will see 
lower average price increases of 
9.8 per cent for electricity and 
15.7 per cent for gas. This is 
partly due to work npower has 
done on upgrading PPMs - 
resulting in a reduction of the 
extra costs associated with them. 

But the increase will not be 


applied to customers on npow- 
er’s First Step ‘social tariff. 

Giuseppe Di Vita, managing 
director of npower’s residential 
business, said: “We always try to 
protect our customers for as 
long as possible, but sadly high¬ 
er energy prices are a fact of life. 

“npower is not alone in facing 
these higher costs, and we 
expect other suppliers to follow 
suit very shortly. Anyone strug¬ 
gling to pay their bills, regard¬ 
less of the time of year, should 
get in touch immediately.” 

But the increase immediately 
came under fire from independ¬ 


ent consumer watchdog 
Energywatch. 

Spokesman Karl Brookes said: 
“Consumers are always being 
softened up with talk of 
‘unavoidable’ price rises. The 
wholesale price for gas has risen, 
it’s true, but all suppliers can 
decide to absorb more of that 
themselves rather than pass all 
the rise on to consumers.” 

npower, a subsidiary of the 
German RWE utilities giant, 
said wholesale energy prices for 
2008 had increased from last 
year by 66 per cent for electrici¬ 
ty, and 60 per cent for gas.

more than 30 years are indicative of this gov¬ 
ernment’s incoherence on climate change. 

“On the one hand they’re urging us, the 
public, to turn down our thermostats, to fly 
less and to drive less and on the other hand 
they’re allowing train fares to rise and 
building new runways for airports and new 
power stations.” 

Tory-controlled Medway Council this week 
voted 13-3 to give the green light to plans to 
build the coal-fired station. It received more 
than 9,000 objections to the planning applica¬ 
tion. The Kingsnorth plan now goes to the 
Government for final approval. 

Although it has refused to comment specif¬ 
ically on Kingsnorth, a statement by the 
Department for Business, Enterprise and 
Regulatory Reform (DBERR) suggested it 
was being seriously considered. 

It said: “While many of the UK’s coal 
stations are due to close over the next five to 
10 years, it remains an important part of our 
energy mix as we develop lower carbon forms 
of power.” 

It is conceivable the matter will go to a 
public inquiry - which would be time-con¬ 
suming and very expensive for all parties. 

A DBERR spokesman said: “Medway’s deci¬ 
sion means an inquiry is not automatically 
triggered, but the Secretary of State still has 


discretion to review in light of objections from 
other parties. The Secretary of State will want 
to carefully consider all representations.” 

The spokesman said the station, if it went 
ahead, would harness new Carbon Capture 
and Storage (CCS) technology that could 
greatly reduce C02 emissions spewing into 
the environment. 

Energy company E.on, which wants to 
build the station, said it would produce two 
million tonnes of carbon dioxide less every 
year than the existing plant. 

Arguments 

A spokeswoman said: “That is equal to tak¬ 
ing half a million cars off UK roads every 
year. Kingsnorth will be 20 per cent more 
efficient than existing plants, that is a signifi¬ 
cant amount.” 

But the Conservatives questioned the 
readiness of the technology. 

Alan Duncan, the Tory Shadow Secretary of 
State for Business, Enterprise and 
Regulatory Reform, said: “E.on’s arguments 
that Kingsnorth is going to be much cleaner 
are totally unconvincing, the Government 
has made a complete botch of carbon capture 
and there’s no chance of CCS for many years. 

“Kingsnorth is the most dirty of all the 
available options for a new power station, but 
if this is to go ahead the Government must 


take the opportunity to develop green coal.” 

Dr James Hansen, the head of Nasa’s 
Goddard Institute for Space Studies and one 
of the world’s leading climate change scien¬ 
tists, has written to Gordon Brown warning 
that his energy policy could be “a tipping 
point for the world”. 

He said: “Your leadership is needed on a 
matter concerning coal-fired power plants in 
your country, a matter with ramifications for 
life on our planet, including all species.” 

The developments come against a backdrop 
of declining North Sea gas and oil supplies and 
the closure of several UK power stations. The 
current Kingsnorth station is due to close by 
2015. 

The Government is keen on building new 
power stations in order to secure the UKs 
energy supply so that the country is not reliant 
on importing energy from foreign states. It is 
soon expected to announce a new programme 
to build four new £2 billion nuclear plants 
shortly. One site is Dungeness, where both 
British Energy and French firm EDF Energy 
have expressed a desire to build a third reactor. 

A spokesman for Mr Brown was invited to 
comment but declined to do so. 
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Academy will focus on science and creative arts 


A NEW £25 million academy in 
Kent has been given the green 
light by the Government. 

The new school will replace 
Axton Chase School and be feder¬ 
ated with the nearby Leigh 
Technology Academy in Dartford. 

The new academy, based at 
Longfield, will specialise in sci¬ 


ence and the creative arts. 
Current Axton Chase pupils will 
automatically transfer to the 
new school. 

No date has been given for its 
opening, but new facilities could 
start being built in 2009. 

Cllr Mark Dance, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for edu¬ 


cation, operations, resources and 
skills, said: “This latest academy 
builds the network of academies 
being created within Kent to nine. 

“They serve areas of disadvan¬ 
tage and help to increase student 
motivation and performance.” 

The proposal was given the go- 
ahead in the same week that two 


colleges in Bromley and Orpington 
announced they were to merge. 

Bromley College of Further 
and Higher Education and 
Orpington College are to merge 
from August 2009, although both 
campuses are to be retained. 

Almost £50 million will be 
spent on state of the art facilities.

Kent Labour MP defends £25.000 

donation from p rop erty develop er

A LABOUR MP has denied any 
conflict of interests after it 
emerged he is backing plans put 
forward by a property developer 
who donated £25,000 to his local 
party branch. 

The MP, Stephen Ladyman, the member 
for Thanet South, said the developer’s 
project would bring 1,000 jobs to Thanet if 
successful. 

Millionaire Ken Wills, 54, made the 
£25,000 donation to the South Thanet 
Labour Party on June 13, 2007. 

He said he is due to submit a planning 
application for a business centre at 
Manston later this month. 

On August 2, Broadstairs-based 
Commercial Group Properties Pic (CGP), of 
which Mr Wills is chief executive, 
announced a memorandum of understand¬ 
ing with China’s Zhejiang Province to lease 
2.5m sq ft of land at Manston to Chinese 
businesses. 

That followed an earlier announcement in 
May that up to 1.1m sq ft at the site would 
be leased to the Beijing Association of small 
and medium-sized enterprises. 

On a visit to Shanghai in December, Dr 
Ladyman spoke about how the People’s 
Republic could forge closer links with 
the UK. 

Before the trip, he said he would be “talk¬ 
ing about the importance of Chinese enter¬ 
prises engaging with overseas partners if 
they want to continue the rapid growth of 
their economy and that UK businesses, 
especially in south-east England, have the 
expertise they need to act as partners”. 

Visionary 

“These partnerships will include the 
China Gateway that CGP plans at 
Manston,” he added. 

In an interview with KoS in November, 
Dr Ladyman praised the scheme. 

Mr Wills told KoS this week that he made 
the £25,000 donation because he wanted to 
support Dr Ladyman, who, he said, has a 
“visionary” view of how to develop the area. 

He said the donation was not connected 
with CGFs plans for Manston Business Park, 
which will be determined by Conservative- 
controlled Thanet District Council. 

“My donation to Steve is nothing whatso¬ 
ever to do with CGP. Steve Ladyman has 
been very supportive in a number of ways 
over the years - that’s really my reason for 
supporting Steve or trying to help him in 
some small way. 

“He’s an excellent MP and that’s the rea¬ 
son for my personal support for him. 



“He’s not involved at all with the plan¬ 
ning application. He’s just simply giving his 
advice on how he sees the development and 
the potential benefits to Thanet.” 

Mr Wills added: “Steve has been very, 
very supportive for the last 12 months. He 
recognised the potential benefits for Thanet 
very early on and has assisted us through¬ 
out, certainly when we were putting the 
project together. 

“He’s been to China on two occasions. The 
last time was in Shanghai where he attend¬ 
ed a conference and spoke on behalf of the 
British government and also on behalf of 
our company.” 

Dr Ladyman was still Transport Minister 
when the £25,000 donation was made. He 
was sacked from the post at the end of June 
by new Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

The MP said the Electoral Commission 
watchdog was informed about the donation 
and it was recorded in the MPs’ register of 
interests. He also said a press release about 
the money was issued at the time. 

“There’s no conflict of interests at all 
because the planning decisions are taken 
by the district council,” said Dr Ladyman. 

“The decision to designate that land as a 
business park was something that has been 
in the district plan and economic develop¬ 
ment plan for a decade. 

“Political parties have to be funded by 
somebody. Somebody has to make a person¬ 
al donation. The only thing you can do is be 
open and honest about it. 

“It was reported to the Electoral 
Commission, it was reported to the MPs’ 
register of interests, which we didn’t need 
to do. We couldn’t have been more open and 
honest about this.” 

Dr Ladyman added: “This is a thousand 
jobs he’s potentially bringing to the area. It 
would be utter madness if I wasn’t totally 
supportive of what he’s trying to do.” 

The press release and entry in the regis¬ 
ter of interests record the donation as being

Labour Party, said: “The Thanet South Labour 
Party received a donation from a local business¬ 
man, which was properly investigated, properly 
disclosed and properly registered with the 
Electoral Commission. 

“Also, although it wasn’t necessary to do so, 
just to be above board about it, Steve disclosed 
it in the MPs’ register of interests.” 

Mr Wills said that a Chinese minister is due 
to visit Thanet to find out about the China 
Gateway proposals for Manston Business 
Park, which a “world-class” Chinese firm was 
also interested in. A planning application is 
due to be submitted to later this month. 

According to his website, Mr Wills “started 
with nothing and has worked his way up to a 
business empire with a turnover of £20 million”. 
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Jude set for 
Vicious part 
in punk film 

SID Vicious is to return to the big screen in 
what has been billed as the “ultimate” Sex 
Pistols movie. 

Jude Law is being touted as one of the actors 
in the frame for the role of the tragic bass play¬ 
er, who lived in Tunbridge Wells as a child. 

The film, entitled Who Killed Nancy?, will be 
made by writer Alan Parker. Mr Parker has 
written three books about the Sex Pistols and 
is a friend of Sid Vicious’ mother Anne Beverley. 

As the title suggests, the film will deal with 
the controversy surrounding the death of 
Vicious’ girlfriend Nancy Spungen, who he 
had apparently murdered in New York’s 
famous Chelsea Hotel. 

The pair had been heroin addicts and on 
October 12, 1978, Vicious woke up in a drug- 
fuelled haze to find his girlfriend dead on the 
bathroom floor of their hotel room from a sin¬ 
gle stab wound to the abdomen. He claimed he 
had no memory of what had happened. 

Murder 

The punk icon was charged with her murder 
but died from a heroin overdose on February 2 
the following year. He was 21. 

It will not be the first time the saga has 
made it onto the big screen. In 1986, Gary 
Oldman starred as Vicious in Sid and Nancy, 
but the film has been criticised for containing 
factual inaccuracies. 

Mr Parker said: “I have strong views on Sid 
and Nancy so I wanted to make the ultimate, 
last word movie. It will be 100 minutes of facts 
and at the end we’re going to turn round and 
let the audience be the jury.” 

Starring as Sex Pistols frontman Johnny 
Rotten will reportedly be Nathan Morris, singer 
in tribute band The Sex Pistols Experience. 

The part of Nancy Spungen has also report¬ 
edly been offered to Sophie Boyes, who tours 
with the tribute act. 

Filming is due to begin later this month. 

Vicious, whose real name was John Simon 
Ritchie, was born in London but moved to 
Tunbridge Wells as a child. 

He attended Sandown Court School before 
moving to Hackney in London with his 
mother in 1971.

MP savs overpriced tickets will force commuters to drive

COMMUTERS struggling to 
afford this week’s massive rail 
fare hikes will be forced off the 
tracks and back into their cars, 
said Tory shadow transport 
spokesman, Julian Brazier. 

The Canterbury MFs comments came as 
the nation’s rail consumer watchdog warned 
that some Kent rail users working in 
London will have to make personal sacri¬ 
fices if their wage rises do not keep in step. 

Mr Brazier said that the Government - 
which has pushed up its regulated fares for 
season tickets and standard day returns by 
an average three per cent above inflation - 
is effectively going against its public com¬ 
mitment to cut carbon emissions by forcing 
people on to the roads. 

“This is going to make the fight against 
climate change more difficult as this 
Government effectively prices people off 
the railways and back into their cars,” said 
Mr Brazier. 

Inflation 

He said many passengers will feel “let 
down” by the Government because family 
budgets will have been squeezed year 
after year, following above-inflation rail 
fare hikes. 

Mr Brazier underlined the fact that 
these increases will continue for some 
years - the Government is committed to 
putting up fares by three per cent above 
inflation each year until 2011. 

Meantime, Tunde Olatunji, passenger 
link manager for Passenger Focus, the 
nation’s independent rail consumer 
organisation, said: “There is concern 
about how some passengers will be able to 
afford these increases year on year. 

“For some it may mean big personal sac¬ 
rifices and ultimately poses the real risk 
that some passengers will be priced of the 
railways.” 

He said the Government needs to review 
its own policies which are allowing exces¬ 
sive increases above inflation - the average 
fare increases have been based on 3.8 per 
cent inflation, plus an additional 3 per cent 
for Government regulated fares such as 
season tickets and standard day returns. 

Unregulated fares such as off peak fares 
and cheap day returns are increasing by 
inflation plus one per cent. 

Passengers would tolerate rises around 
inflation, he said, but they would be ask¬ 
ing why, on average, the Government 
should go for three per cent more, when

the train operator, unregulated, raised 
fares by only one per cent, and why they 
are above inflation anyway 

Mr Olatunji said that not everyone 
working in London was on massive City 
wages - “when they are not getting these 
rates of salary increases these fare rises 
are going to bite. It’s a big problem.” 

He said passengers will begin to ask if 
they are getting full value for money. 

“We survey passengers twice a year 
about their levels of satisfaction, and the 
level for Kent in the last published survey 
was very low - just 30 per cent of passen¬ 
gers felt they were getting value for 
money.” 

Mr Olatunji said trains were getting 
more reliable and punctual, but passen¬ 
gers were still concerned and dissatis¬ 
fied about overcrowding, and issues 
such as station and train cleanliness, 
basic customer services and train infor¬ 
mation. 

“There needs to be investment to 
increase overall capacity to reduce stand¬ 
ing and overcrowding. However passen¬ 
gers will feel they are being asked to cough 
up in advance of the improvements that 
they would like to see.” 

He said there should be more trans¬ 
parency from the Department for 
Transport to show how and why fare 
increases should range so widely from 
different stations. 

Mr Olatunji is also pushing for

SOUTHEASTERN is one of three major 
rail franchises operated by Govia, the UK’s 
busiest rail operator running 28.7 per cent 
of all rail journeys. 

Govia is a joint venture between two big 
transport companies - the Go-Ahead 
Group which owns 65 per cent and French 
firm Keolis which owns the rest. 

A Southeastern company spokesman 
said: “The company recognises that no one 
likes to pay more, and naturally fare 
increases are unpopular. 

“But Government policy is to recoup 
more of the cost of the rail service from 
those who use it, rather than relying on the 
taxpayer to subsidise it. 


“Since taking over the franchise in 
April 2006, a combination of investment 
and efficient working has seen continuing 
improvements on the 480-mile, 180-station 
network. 

“The company is operating more 
services, performance is at record levels, 
many of our stations are looking lighter 
and brighter and we are on course to intro¬ 
duce high-speed services by December 
2009.” 

He stressed that although the average 
increase was 6.8 per cent for regulated, and 
4.8 per cent for unregulated fares, some 
fares will rise by less, others more and a 
few have gone down.

The court heard Bourne was arrested in 
Headcorn on Sunday, December 16, after 
coming to the attention of a team of police 
officers who were carrying out number 
plate checks. 

The officers, wearing high-visibility jack¬ 
ets, were left stunned as the “clearly intoxi¬ 
cated” Bourne staggered past them before 
getting into his car and turning the igni¬ 
tion. 

They managed to stop the elderly 
motorist before he pulled away and took 
him to Maidstone Police Station where he 
failed a breath test, recording a figure twice 
the legal limit. 

New rape charge 
for care worker 

A MENTAL health care worker at St 
Martin’s Hospital in Canterbury has been 
charged with a second rape. 

The charge came after an alleged attack 
on a 39-year-old woman in Margate in the 
early hours of August 16. 

John Mendy, 32, of Sandwich Road in 
Ramsgate, is currently remanded in cus¬ 
tody after being charged with the rape and 
serious sexual assault of a woman in 
Canterbury on November 15. 

He is due to appear at Canterbury Crown 
Court again on 21 January. 

Fined for false 
benefit claims 

A BENEFIT fraudster has escaped with 
just a small fine after he claimed tax cred¬ 
its for two children while living alone. 

Peter Dudley Clark, 49, from Bishops 
Oak Ride in Tunbridge, pleaded guilty to 
failing to notify the council after a change 
in circumstances. 

Since September 2005, Clark claimed 
£4,366.85 in housing and council tax bene¬ 
fit that he was not entitled to. 

He was fined £100 and ordered to pay £75 
in court costs. 


Don’t spiral 
into debt in 
the New Year 

A Christmas credit hangover will hit a lot of Kent families 
soon when the bills start dropping on the doormat. KoS 
business editor Tony Patey gives some tips on how to 
cope when the debts begin to squeeze budgets 



WORRY: Mortgage repayments are now a 
big headache for many borrowers 


IF you find your debts spinning out 
of control, don’t panic. That won’t 
help - and don’t give your bank 
manager a hard time, because he or 
she could be a great help. 

Mortgage repayments are becoming big 
headaches because many people are coming 
to the end of fixed rate time periods, and oth¬ 
ers have remortgaged on the back of rising 
house prices. 

Talk to your mortgage provider as soon as 
you get worried and see what it can offer - 
don’t wait until you start getting nasty let¬ 
ters. Getting in touch with the mortgage 
provider fast gives the greatest range of 
options if you are in difficulties. 

Shock 

This may, or may not, include an “interest 
holida/’ - just paying back the capital part of 
the repayment for a set period and then the 
interest backlog when you can - depending 
on the levels of arrears and your history with 
them. But an interest holiday is not guaran¬ 
teed, and payback time can come as a shock. 

The only real solutions are weathering the 
storm by cutting general spending each 
month, or trying to boost your income some¬ 
how. 

Remember if your home is repossessed, 
you’ll probably start renting - and for that 
you’ll need to have enough ready money for at 
least a deposit and the first monthly pay¬ 
ment. 

Credit card worries have probably come 
from asking for higher and higher credit lim¬ 
its. So, stop using your credit cards - tough, 
but necessary. 

Pay off at least the minimum amount asked 
on your credit card by the monthly payment 
dates - if you miss those you’ll be clobbered 
for a lot extra. Pay off as much as you can on 


cards costing the most on interest. 

Don’t be tempted to take out more loans - 
even packages where you’re paying what look 
like low monthly repayments are very long 
term. You’ll be paying them off for years and 
years. 

You can ask your bank manager if you can 
have a higher overdraft for the odd times 
when you are really strapped for cash at the 
end of a month - but these are expensive, so 
not really recommended. 

Many people are tempted to go for Individual 


Voluntary Arrangements (IVAs). They may not 
be as drastic as bankruptcy, but you’ll find get¬ 
ting credit in future will be extremely hard. 
Only to be used as a last resort. 

It might be worth checking your credit rat¬ 
ing - ask your bank for details of the agencies 
it uses, there are three main ones - in case 
there are any rogue blemishes. I’ve heard 
tales of people getting a black mark against 
their name because they’ve forgotten they’ve 
stood guarantor for someone else and that 
person has defaulted without telling them. 


Insolvencies increase 


THE average adult in Kent has a personal 
debt of around £30,000, excluding their 
mortgages. 

The figure was revealed by the 
Consumer Credit Counselling Service, the 
UK’s largest debt charity. 

Spokesman James Ketchell said the 
average debt in the county was between 
£25,000 and £35,000. 

He warned that bankruptcies and insol¬ 
vencies were increasing as people fail to 
save for a rainy day, leaving them vulnera¬ 
ble in the face of unexpected events like 
redundancy or illness. 

Around 130,000 people are expected to 
be declared bankrupt or insolvent across 
the UK in 2008. 

Mr Ketchell said: “There is lots of bor¬ 
rowing going on in Kent and the South 
East. People might be fine now spending 
as they are, but what we find is people 
have been dealing with their commit¬ 
ments easily and then something happens. 

“It could be a separation or divorce, or an 


illness or the loss of their job, and that’s 
when they spiral downwards. 

“There has been a cultural change in the 
way we use money, which has been about 
since the mid-90s when credit lending 
became more attractive. The focus moved 
from saving to borrowing.” 

He said a particularly worrying develop¬ 
ment was a rise in the number of people 
over the age of 55 being declared insolvent. 

He added: ‘What we’ve seen is the pro¬ 
portion of people over 55 has 
increased over the last couple o 
years. More older people are 
taking on debt than ever^ 
before.” 

Mr Ketchell said the 
area in Kent with the 
highest average debt i 
was the TN postcode 
area, where people 
have an average 
£30,000-£35,000 
worth of debt.

A TRAVEL operator is continuing 
to send holidaymakers to Kenya 
despite the civil unrest that has 
gripped parts of the country. 

Violence has broken out in parts of the East 
African nation with reports of genocide and 
inter-tribal killings sparked by a disputed gen¬ 
eral election result. 

So far, more than 300 people have died in the 
bloodshed. 

African Safari Club, a Bromley-based tour 
operator that has arranged holidays in Kenya 
for the last 40 years, currently has 700 holi¬ 
daymakers staying at its resorts in the 
province of Mombasa. 

Monitoring 

Jan Roe, the company’s director of consumer 
affairs, said it was monitoring the situation 
closely and following advice from the Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office and the Federation 
of Tour Operators. 

She said: (t We have been waiting for confir¬ 
mation from Monarch, which is the airline we 
use, that it will be continuing to fly to 
Mombasa, which it has told us it will. 

“The safety of our customers is our top prior¬ 
ity. The violence that has taken place in 
Mombasa is still quite a way away from where 
our resorts are. 

“In the interests of customer safety, which is 
our top priority, we have the strictest security in 
place in our hotels. This has been stepped up. 

“If we thought there was any risk to our cus¬ 
tomers’ safety we would be pulling them out 
straight away. We are in constant contact with 
guys on the ground out there and they say it is 
calm and how it should be.” 

She said around 140 people were booked to

On Friday, the Foreign Office

Many UK travel operators 
have cancelled trips to Kenya, 
although British Airways, Virgin 
Atlantic and Kenya Airways are 
continuing normal service to the 
country. 

The Federation of Tour 
Operators said on Friday that 
members were suspending holi¬ 
days to Kenya up to and includ¬ 
ing Monday due to the political 
unrest. 

Kenya is usually regarded as 
one of the most settled and sta¬ 
ble of African countries. It was a 
British colony between 1890 and 
1963.

The dark 
history of 
Pitcairn

SURROUNDED by the 
deep blue waters of the 
Pacific Ocean and dotted 
with palm trees and spec¬ 
tacular cliffs, Pitcairn Island 
appears picture perfect. 

The tiny British territory became 
famous through the romanticised 
story of Fletcher Christian and the 
other mutineers on the Bounty who 
settled there in 1790. 

But this week, the world was 
reminded of the tiny British territo¬ 
ry’s recent, darker past. 

The Kent police officers that led a 
probe into child sex abuse claims dat¬ 
ing back to the 1960s were given 
MBEs in the New Year Honours List. 

An investigation by Detective Chief 
Inspector Rob Vinson and former 
Kent Police detective Peter George 
resulted in nine Pitcairners being 
jailed in 2004. 

They were given sentences of up to 
six years in connection with more 
than 100 offences. 

Heavy-handed 

On the island, the 50 or so resi¬ 
dents, most of whom are direct 
descendants of the Bounty muti¬ 
neers, are still struggling to come to 
terms with the trials held there and 
in New Zealand three years ago. The 
three men still imprisoned in 
Pitcairn’s six-cell jail - complete with 
two guards each - are a constant 
reminder of the trials. 

Most islanders feel that they were 
treated in a heavy-handed way by 
the British authorities. 

The sex abuse case was triggered 
after allegations were made to Kent 
police constable, Gail Cox, who was 
stationed temporarily on Pitcairn in 
1999. 

She uncovered evidence that 
underage rape and sexual assault 
had been an unspoken part of the 
island’s culture for generations. 

DCI Vinson, 40, from Broadstairs, 
said he was proud of his success in 
the Pitcairn case - despite the criti¬ 
cism it received at the time of the 
investigation. 

In a report in June 2003, BBC jour¬ 
nalist Michael Brooke, compared the 
huge cost of the investigation and 
resulting trials with that of Pitcairn’s 
expenditure. 

He said that the island cost about 
£250,000 a year to administer from a 
unit in New Zealand, which paid for 
transport and issuing postage stamps.

“Compare this with the financial 
tap which gushes freely, courtesy of 
UK taxpayers, to fund this judicial 
process,” he said. 

“A Pitcairn logistics team, with 
swanky offices in Auckland and a 
chief residing in an Auckland hotel 
for two years, has built remand space 
on Pitcairn for six accused, plus 
accommodation for prosecution and 
defence lawyers. 

“Investigating officers from the 
Kent constabulary have winged to 
and fro between England and New 
Zealand in business class seats.” 

He said the cost ran into millions of 
pounds. 

At the same time, the island com¬ 
munity desperately needed money to 
upgrade facilities. 

“No wonder the community feels it 
is being punished for the alleged sins 
of the few,” said Mr Brooke. 

DCI Vinson said this week: “Many 
thought that I was living it up in par¬ 
adise, having so much fun. 

“But it was anything but. It was 
intense and exhausting work in 
great isolation in a place that could 
be volatile. This was my focus for 
more than six years. That commit¬ 


ment was personally not easy. 

“The real heroes were the victims 
who stood firm to tell their stories. 
This was the silent voice of Pitcairn 
finally heard and believed.” 

The officer, who is based at 
Margate police station, first visited 
Pitcairn in early 2000. What followed 
were trips thousands of miles away 
from the familiar confines of his role 
in the Kent force and his wife and 
three children. 

To get to the island was difficult 
enough. Access was via a passing 
container ship and transfer by an 
unsteady rope ladder to the waiting 
wooden boat below. 

A Kent Police spokeswoman said: 
“Once there, the island’s beauty 
belied a challenging environment, 
not before widely revealed to the rest 
of the world. Unlawful and non-con- 
sensual sex was commonplace, an 
unspoken part of the culture for gen¬ 
erations. 

“The police investigation was seen 
by many as part of a wider British 
conspiracy to depopulate Pitcairn. 
The women themselves were 
blamed for speaking out.” 

More than 30 victims, both male 
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for child sex abuse, KoS reveals how the trials have split the remote community

and female, were interviewed on Pitcairn and 
in New Zealand, Australia, Norfolk Island, 
America and Britain. To add to the trauma, 
some were not only revisiting difficult times in 
their past, but had never shared their secrets 
with their families before. 

The police spokeswoman added: “The rela¬ 
tionships and allegations were often confused, 
ambiguous or incestuous, adding to the com¬ 
plexity of the case.” 

Kent Police’s Peter George, who worked with 
DCI Vinson on the Pitcairn case, was also 
awarded an MBE in the New Year Honours 
List. 

Secured 

The former detective inspector, who is now a 
civilian police worker, said: “Pitcairn became 
much more than just another job. It was a veiy 
difficult, but ultimately rewarding investigation. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the victims in 
the case who stood firm and gave evidence 
without which we would not have secured nine 


out of ten convictions.” 

Herbert Ford, director of the Pitcairn 
Islands Study Centre, in Angwin, 
California, last visited Pitcairn in 
September. 

The Emeritus Professor of Journalism at 
Pacific Union College set up the centre in 
1977 to combat “misinformation” about 
Pitcairn and says he is one of the few peo¬ 
ple to be trusted by islanders. 

Mr Ford said most Pitcairners felt angry 
about the way the trials were conducted. 

“It is the belief of more than three fourths 
of the Pitcairn people that the UK used a 
giant club to their head in the Pitcairn trials 
to handle a matter that if handled by the 
already existing - British-written - Pitcairn 
law would not have held all Pitcairners up 
to worldwide public hatred, ridicule and 
contempt,” he told this newspaper. 

One Pitcairner this week posted a sarcas¬ 
tic message on www.kentnews.co.uk 
responding to our news item about the 


award of the two MBEs. 

The islander, called Melva and now hailing 
from Anchorage, Alaska, said: “Join me in 
extending congratulations to the officers, 
whose legacy is a mangled community (yours 
could be next). Way to go, Vinson.” 

Kari Boye Young, from Adamstown, the cap¬ 
ital of Pitcairn, wrote: “Brits are making sure 
the world will never doubt that your mission 
to destroy Pitcairn was unwarranted, there 


are medals left, right and centre.” 

The community on the island has been split 
by the trials, Mr Ford suggested. 

“About three families feel the Brits had/have 
a right to do whatever they want with Pitcairn 
- it is but a straw in the wind that can be 
blown by the UK in any direction it desires. 

“The minority group is shunned in a number 
of ways by the majority, and of course, the 
minority group doesn’t usually invite at least 
some of the majority to their doings.” 

Paroled 

Two of the Pitcairners jailed in 2004 have 
been released to be detained at home, one of 
which is due to be paroled completely, said Mr 
Ford. Six New Zealand corrections officers 
guard the three. 

Weather permitting, the men are out most 
days working under guard, but when they 
return to jail they are kept secure by a 15ft 
high fence - even though there is little chance 
of escape from the island. 

Mr Ford added: “There is also a Scottish 
police officer and a Pitcairn police officer on 
Pitcairn, making it one of the world’s most 
heavily policed spots anywhere. 

“And, of course, it is impossible to get off of 
Pitcairn by ship without everybody knowing 
about it.” 
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Tower is ‘eyesore 


STANDING taller than 
Big Ben, the iconic shim¬ 
mering glass and steel 
tower would cast a long 
shadow over Gravesend 
town centre. 

The 120-metre tall skyscraper is 
the centrepiece of an ambitious 
£130 million project to revamp the 
town’s heritage quarter but, with

plans expected to go before the 
local council’s planners this month, 
it has proved highly controversial. 

The 32-storey residential build¬ 
ing, described by some as a “mon¬ 
strous eyesore”, is just one part of 
plans which would see St George’s 
Shopping Centre expanded, a new 


multi-storey car park, a new 
hotel, restaurants, shops and 600 
apartments. 

Among the chief critics of the 
project is Urban Gravesham, a civic 
society run by former Gravesham 
Borough Council cabinet member 
for regeneration Jonathan Clay 
A spokesman for the group 
warned that it will “destroy the 
very special character of 
Gravesend”. 

Anonymous 

He said: (£ We do not want to 
see the town centre turned into 
yet another anonymous shop¬ 
ping centre surrounded by 
high-rise development. Urban 
Gravesham thinks that the 
developers are simply too 
greedy and that the council has 
been too soft.” 

Kent on Sunday readers have 
also voiced their concerns 
about the development. Rob 
Heywood from Gravesend 
wrote to the paper saying he 
wanted to see the whole 
scheme abandoned. 

He said: “Such a monstrous 
eyesore would be completely 
incongruous in a town like 
Gravesend which has been 
improved so much over the last 
few years.” 

Local Conservative MP Adam 
Holloway said he was “complete¬ 
ly in favour” of regenerating the 
town centre but admitted he 
was “pretty horrified” when he 
saw plans for the tower. 

He added: “I’ve been told that 


the regeneration isn’t possible 
without the tower. 

“I know one of the things proper¬ 
ty developers do is put something 
in the plans wildly beyond what 
gets planning permission, and then 
they compromise so that we end up 
with a 20-storey tower instead of a 
32-storey one. I don’t know if it is a 
marketing strategy by the develop¬ 
er but we do desperately need this 
opportunity for the town.” 

Council leader Michael Snelling 
said he thought the tower was “a 
stunning design” but insisted the 
decision will be made by the coun¬ 
cil’s independent planning com¬ 
mittee. 

He added: “Nothing new is built 
without controversy. The planning 
committee could decide that it is 
not the way to do it and send the 
architects and developer back to 
the drawing boards.” 

A spokesman for developer 
Edinburgh House Estates said 
that its proposals had met with a 
mixed reaction from the public but 
that it had been encouraged by 
the response. 

He said: “A survey conducted 
during the public exhibition, 
attended by over 600 people, 
revealed that over 90 per cent of 
respondents are in favour of 
regeneration. 

“We would urge the public to 
embrace this vision for the regen¬ 
eration of Gravesend and consider 
the overall benefits associated 
with these plans. Naturally, the 
proposed iconic tower has proved 
a talking point, but that should

not detract from the overall benefits offered by 
the entire scheme and this landmark build¬ 
ing.” 

A similar scheme that would see a 70-metre 
tall iconic tower built overlooking Dover 
seafront and again coupled with new homes, 
shops and a hotel was also proposed last year.

Two years on and cousin 
still mourns double killing 



MURDERED: Vera and Terry 


A RELATIVE of tragic cou¬ 
ple Terry and Vera Martin 
— murdered in their home 
two years ago - has spoken 
of how he is still consumed 
by grief, writes Nick Ames. 

Chris Fright, 83, from Thanet, was 
one of the last people to see the pair 
alive and phoned them repeatedly 
as they lay dead in their lounge for 
four days in January 2006. 

The husband and wife - married 
for 40 years - had been beaten, 
stabbed, kicked, punched and 
stamped on after disturbing burglar 
Brett Clifton, who was on bail for 
robbery at the time of the attack. 

The pensioners had found Clifton 


in their home in Abbey Street, 
Faversham, and put up a struggle. 

He attacked them before using 
their car as a getaway vehicle. 
Clifton, 22, was jailed for life for the 
double murder. 

Wonderful 

Even after two years Mr Fright 
says he has not come to terms with 
their horrific deaths. 

He said: “Vera was my cousin and 
we were very close. She had no 


children, just me and my brother, 
who is now paralysed. 

“Terry and Vera married quite late 
in life, but they were a wonderful 
couple. Every day they used to go 
shopping together - that is what 
they enjoyed. They never did anyone 
any harm in their lives. 

“When they got married they 
celebrated by buying fish and chips 
- I’ll always remember that.” 

Mr Fright added: “The day before 
they were killed - which was a 


Saturday - we had been out together 
in the car which that man used to get 
away from their home. My last words 
to her were ‘alright Vera - call you on 
Monday, which is what I always did. 

“I tried calling all day Monday and 
all day Tuesday, but there was no 
reply. I kept feeling something was 
wrong, then I heard on the radio 
about a murder in Abbey Street, 
Faversham. 

“Straight away I was on to the 
police and then I was told. I felt 
absolutely terrible. I could not 
believe a lovely couple who lived for 
each other could have such an awful 
end to their lives. 

“Two years on the grief is still 
there, each and every day. I don’t 
think it will ever go away.”

Why we must 
accept threat 
of terrorism 


A LEADING academic has 
claimed that people have to stop 
living in fear of terrorism and 
accept it as “a normal part of 
their lives”. 

That is what University of Kent sociolo¬ 
gist Professor Frank Furedi will tell a lead¬ 
ing European foreign policy think tank 
when he speaks at Chatham House in 
London on Thursday 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday, Prof Furedi 
called on politicians and the public to change 
the way they react to the threat of terrorism. 

He said he wants to see an end to the 
attitude that terrorism is beyond compre¬ 
hension and there is nothing people can do 
about it. 

He said: ‘What happens is instead of 
getting society to learn how to manage the 
danger we become more sensitive to it than 
we were beforehand. Government decisions 
assume people will panic and retreat. 
Communities are relatively able to handle 
these things. 

“Terrorism is not as great a threat to our 
own way of life as we perceive it to be. 

“The Government needs to tell people we 
have to limit it and treat it as a normal part 
of our lives.” 

Radicalised 

Prof Furedi said British society needs to 
have “an open, chilled-out discussion” about 
the real threat of terrorism, and particular¬ 
ly the homegrown variety. 

He continued: “The Prime Minister, and 
the previous one, talked about a battle of 
ideas. There’s no battle of ideas going on. 

“There needs to be a more grown-up dis¬ 
cussion about why we have substantial 
groups of young people being radicalised.”

He believes the debate should not be 
about what the Muslim community should 
or should not be doing, but rather how 
British society presents itself to them. 

He said: “People who are modernised and 
westernised often react against what they 
see as the downside of our society and 
become radicalised. British society has the 
intellectual and moral ability to draw these 
people in.” 

Prof Furedi hit out against legislation 
passed in the wake of terrorist atrocities, 
claiming “free speech has become 
easily negotiable”. 

He added: “There are laws against inciting 
religious hatred and glorifying terrorism. 
These are laws that punish people for 
speech, and more than anything else a liber¬ 
al democratic society shouldn’t have that. 
More than that, they are about impression 
management - being seen to do something.” 

Prof Furedi has written a book on the 
subject entitled Invitation to Terror: The 
Expanding Empire of the Unknown. It is 
available from all good book shops.

Toddler dies in 
tragic accident 

A FOUR-YEAR-OLD girl was found 
hanged following a tragic accident. 

Paige Brown had tied her hairband to a 
hammock in her room at her family’s home 
in Hawkinge and is thought to have died 
after trying to swing from it. 

Her father Phil first knew something was 
wrong when she did not respond to calls to 
come downstairs for her lunch on New 
Year’s Day. 

“I called her and she didn’t answer, then I 
called her again,” he told BBC South East. 

“I think I knew there was a problem then. 
I legged it up the stairs and that’s where I 
found her - just hung there.” 

Resuscitation attempts by the family and 
paramedics failed and she was pronounced 
dead on arrival at the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford. 

Her mother Lorraine Ford said: ‘You 
couldn’t want for a happier child. I was say¬ 
ing before Christmas there is nothing else I 
want - now our perfect life is destroyed.” 

Paige’s parents also have a two-year-old 
son.

Pupils put their best foot forward 


While many of us may be thinking about 
getting more exercise after the Christmas 
period, Kent school children are already 
leading the way and helping the 
environment at the same time too. 

That’s because three schemes to help 
children walk to school are enjoying 
enormous success and popularity. Last 
year saw an increase in walking to school 
at Kent primary schools for the first time 
in over 30 years, and we hope this year 
will also be record breaking. 

On average, one in five of the cars on 
Kent’s roads at peak times are taking part 
in the school-run. Kent Highway Services 
is committed to reducing congestion in 
our town centres, so we’re looking to the 
next generation of potential car drivers to 
try and change the way they get around. 

You may already have heard of the 
Walking Bus scheme, but there are now 
three walk to school initiatives operating 
in Kent that have been developed in a 
partnership between Kent County Council, 
Medway Council and the Kent and 
Medway Walking Bus Group Charity. 

The Green Footsteps Challenge encourages 
primary school children to take part in 
12 weeks of activities that are linked to 
walking to school. 



It incorporates learning about Kent and is 
a great way for pupils to start walking. 

Walk on Wednesday encourages whole 
school participation on one day each 
week and it helps introduce the walk to 
school habit in a manageable way. 

Finally, there’s the original Walking Buses 
that continue to go from strength to 
strength. Volunteer helpers take an 
organised walk to school and it’s estimated 
that Walking Buses have taken 100,000 
school run car journeys off Kent’s streets 
in the last 12 months.

Shh! Quiet surfacing comes to Kent 

Road noise is a fact of life and for most of us 
it’s not a big problem. However, there are some 
residential locations in Kent where fast-moving 
traffic does cause a real noise nuisance. 

That’s why Kent Highway Services has just 
completed a trial with a new quiet surfacing 
material. The location for the trial was on the 
A26 approaching Tonbridge. We selected this 
site because the noise reduction benefits of this 
new material are most beneficial in high-density 
residential areas where passing traffic is moving 
in excess of 4omph. 

We carried out noise level tests before and after 
laying the new surface, and there was a noise 
reduction of 6 dB - that’s the same as reducing 
the traffic flow by 75%! 

More importantly, the residents living in the test 
area were all asked about what they thought of 
the new surfacing and we had a very positive 
response. The majority of residents surveyed were 
very satisfied with the overall reduction in noise. 


The one drawback with this new surfacing is the 
cost. It is considerably more expensive than the 
material that we currently use because it is laid 
in a thin layer, which means that it needs a 
supporting layer of material underneath. 

However, we believe that this new surfacing is 
important technology for us to have. It means 
that when a residential area is suffering from 
severe noise intrusion, and it meets the criteria 
for new surfacing, we have an option available 
to improve people’s lives.

At Kent Highway Services we take road safety very seriously and we’re proud to 
be working along side Kent Police on the national Speed Awareness Scheme. 
Drivers caught for certain speeding offences, are offered the opportunity to 
attend an education course rather than be prosecuted with a £60 fine and 
three points on their licence. The scheme has just completed its first year of 
operation and we’ve provided over 4,000 drivers with a course, which equates 
to around 35 % of all drivers in Kent who are offered the opportunity. 

We know that speed is the major factor in determining the seriousness of any 
crash, and many drivers referred to our course have been caught speeding due 
to carelessness, inattention or inability to identify the speed limit for the area 
they have been driving in. That’s why the scheme aims to remind drivers of 
their individual responsibility and help them recognise the speed limits that 
they’re travelling in. 

The six-hour course combines classroom-based discussion 
with in-car practical driver assessment, and one of our 
key objectives is to help drivers avoid making the 
same speeding mistake again. 

The course has already proved valuable and 
we believe that changing driver behaviour 
will go a long way to making our roads safer 
for everyone.

BBC Radio Kent has 
reshuffled its presenting 
pack, but insisted a lack of 
new names is not down to 
budget cuts. 

Station stalwart Pat Marsh is to 
move into the afternoon slot vacated 
by popular former host Julie 
Maddocks in October after the BBC 
refused to renew her contract. 

Drive time presenter Dominic 
Ring will be switching to a new 
flagship mid-morning show from 
10am-lpm. 

There are no new presenters, but 
Sunday Gardening Programme host 
Andy Garland will be taking Mr 
Ring’s drive time slot from 4-7pm. 

BBC spokeswoman Helen Burt 
said the lack of new presenters was 
not because of budget cutbacks. 

She said: ‘We are working within 
our budgetary confines, but I would¬ 
n’t say the reason there’s no new 
presenters is because of the budget. 
We are using the talent we have on 
board at the moment. 

‘We’ve moved Pat to the afternoon 
slot. I think Julie Maddocks’ listen¬ 
ers may already be fans of Pat any¬ 
way. The listeners let us know that 
Julie will be missed, but she has 
moved on to other things now.” 

Beeb bosses ordered an efficiency 
drive that was to see 1,800 jobs cut 
across the corporation late last year. 

The announcement followed a 
Government settlement for the 
BBC that was significantly less 
than hoped. 

Dominic Ring, a Rent mainstay 
(pictured right), said he was excited 
at the chance to develop a new show 
for the station. He said: “Obviously 


all the nuts and bolts of a tradition¬ 
al radio programme will be there, 
but we will be aware of life outside 
the radio station, what is going on 
today, what are the issues that could 
impact upon our listeners. 

“If it is happening in the county 
BBC Radio Rent Listeners will 
know about it. And the benefit for 
me is that I get to talk about the 
place I love the most.” 

Paul Leaper, the station’s manag¬ 
ing editor, added: “Dominic’s creativ¬ 
ity and flair has worked brilliantly 
on creating the drive time show for¬ 


mat, which is why we wanted to give 
him the opportunity to develop this 
new programme. 

“Afternoons remain incredibly 
important too which is why Pat and 
Laura are moving there to give lis¬ 
teners the chance to stay tuned 
across the day. With Andy bringing 
the day to a close we are confident 
listeners will be listening longer to 
BBC Radio Rent in 2008.” 

The new line up starts on Monday. 
Radio Rent became one of the BBC’s 
top three most-listened to local sta¬ 
tions in England in 2007.

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Lure of the Big Smoke 


SEVENTEEN Kent Police officers 
left the force to join the Met last 
year, new figures show. 

The force has had problems in 
the past holding onto officers 
because of the temptation of bet¬ 
ter pay in London. 

But the number transferring 
from Kent to the Metropolitan 
Police fell from 21 in 2006 to 17 in 
the last 12 months, figures given 
to KoS show. The total number of 
officers leaving Kent Police for 
other forces was down from 71 to 
35 last year. 

Assistant Chief Constable Dave 
Ainsworth, of Kent Police, said: 
“This is a challenging issue for us. 
We are constantly looking at our 
pay and conditions for all employ¬ 
ees.” 

He added: “We have significant 


borders to police as the gateway to 
Europe and so many diverse com¬ 
munities. There are a lot of oppor¬ 
tunities that are very rewarding.” 

Ann Barnes, chairman of Kent 
Police Authority, said: “To have 
less than 20 leave the force during 
this last year is encouraging. A 
number of South East forces are 
experiencing losses far greater 
than this. 

“However, retaining officers is 
crucial as we lose valuable skills, 
experience and incur costs. As 
Kent is so close to London it’s 
inevitable that some officers may 
want to move to a force nearby as 
part of their career development.” 

Mrs Barnes said that one in 10 
officers who transferred during 
the last four years have come 
back.

COUNCIL chiefs in Swale want 
to issue £110 fines to people who 
put rubbish bins out in the wrong 
place or time. 

The strict new measures are being consid¬ 
ered to stop pavements being blocked by 
wheelie bins left out for hours or even days. 

Environmental services bosses have 
asked councillors to look at enforcing 
existing rules to target the owners of both¬ 
ersome bins. 

The council says it has identified a number 
of bad bin hotspots around Swale where 
householders habitually leave their wheelie 
bins in the way blocking the pavement for 
hours at a time. 

A report from the head of amenities and 
development says councillors should enforce 
the law against “persistent offenders who 
cause problems for the community by leav¬ 
ing waste receptacles out unnecessarily 
early, in the wrong location, or leaving bins 
out some time after collection”. 

By law, people deemed to be causing nui¬ 
sance through their behaviour can be fined 
up to £110, reduced to £80 if paid within 
seven days. 

Environment councillor John Disney said 
the fines would only be used as a last resort, 
following letters and visits by council officers. 


At a meeting last month other members 
expressed concerns about the proposals, 
asking how many warnings people would 
get before landing a fine and whether fines 
were really necessary. 

But Cllr Disney said although the majori¬ 
ty of residents followed the rules, a few per¬ 
sistently caused problems. 

At present, the only action the council 
takes against problem bin owners is sending 
letters warning them about their behaviour. 
It also has the option of confiscating bins 
from the whole street, but has so far 
refrained from taking such an extreme 
course of action. 

Council officers say the fines would give 
them a last resort - which might keep 
persistent offenders in line. 

Warnings 

The proposal is currently being consid¬ 
ered by the environment and sustainability 
scrutiny panel, which will also decide how 
many warnings should be issued prior to a 
fine. 

The report will come back before the 
council executive in the next few weeks. 

The Local Government Association, 
which represents local authorities across 
the UK, backed Swale’s move. 

Cllr Paul Bettison, chairman of the 
LGA’s environment board, said: 
“Councils are on the frontline in the fight 
against climate change and working 
hard to reduce the amount of rubbish 
sent to landfill. 


“The amount of waste generated is 
increasing year on year. Unless bold 
reforms are made recycling rates will not 
rise fast enough to meet the EU Landfill 
Directive, councils will be fined and tax¬ 
payers will be hit in the pocket.” 

But resident Chris Carlton of Sheerness 
wrote on our KOS Media website, your- 
swale.co.uk: “As usual, Swale officers and 
members are losing touch with reality and 
taking a heavy-handed approach. 

“Yes, bins may be left outside for hours, 
but many of us have to put in a full day’s 
work, outside the borough, and necessari¬ 
ly have to leave the bin out the night 
before and don’t get a chance to put the 
bin back until we return home, often late, 
in the evening. 

“Swale officers and members really 
need to get a life and focus on what people 
really want.”

Step inside the 
dream factory 

HUW POWELL meets the team behind 


the scenes at top West End shows

DESPITE its rough and ready 
setting behind Rochester 
Airport, Clearwater Scenery 
really can be described as 
a ‘factory of dreams’. 

While helicopters clatter overhead 
and long-distance lorries rumble in 
and out of the business complex, the 
company has built some of the most 
colourful and stimulating stage shows 
of the 21st century. 

During an afternoon break at the 
company’s 10,000 sq ft workshop and 
warehouse, Frank Schurings, the 
director, struggles to remember the 
productions. As he starts to organise 
names and dates he reels off a jaw 
dropping variety of shows that 
Clearwater have been involved with 
since they first set up shop in 1999. 

These shows have entertained mil¬ 
lions and collected numerous awards 
along the way. It is a journey through 
contemporary theatreland. 

From 2000 to 2007, Clearwater 
worked for the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and the Royal National 
Theatre and on productions including 
Ben Elton’s Queen tribute musical We 
Will Rock You, A Street Car Named 
Desire, starring Glenn Close and 
directed by Trevor Nunn, the film ver¬ 
sion of Phantom, Billy Elliot at The 
Victoria Palace, Maiy Poppins at the 
Prince Edward Theatre, Joseph and 
his Amazing Multicoloured Dreamcoat 
and Grease at the Piccadilly. 

Skilled 

These are some of the productions 
that Frank, 57, recalls easily, but as 
the Clearwater story unfolds, names 
crop up that really demand attention. 

The Rolling Stones, Elton John and 
Sting have all been clients for Frank 
and his skilled team. Plays, theatres 
and stars scatter the conversation as 
the Clearwater designers sit munch¬ 
ing buns and drinking tea. 

Started from scratch in 1999, 
Clearwater Scenery was the result of 
a clear and firm belief. Frank, along 
with co-partner Richard Mills, felt 
sure they could provide a better serv¬ 


ice to the theatre industry. 

Frank started in the world of theatre 
almost by accident. After leaving 
school he was interviewed for an 
apprenticeship by British Aerospace, 
but the reply took so long he had 
already found another job with a west 
London engineering firm that spe¬ 
cialised in stage ‘revolves’. 

Turning down the British Aerospace 
apprenticeship proved an easy choice, 
as he was already hooked by the lure 
of the theatre. 

“I was caught up in the ethos and 
loved the diversity of the skills need¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Senior engineer Mark Telling, 46, 
who joined the firm six years ago, 
expanded on the theme: “Once you 
have been involved in stage-building 
work you can never go back to making 
widgets in a factory. It is just so excit¬ 
ing seeing people enjoying what you 
have created”. 

The diverse skills needed to con¬ 
struct the fantasy world of a modern 
theatre stage are creative and 
practical. Building the basic struc¬ 
ture using wood, steel, plastic and 
fabrics, Clearwater also creates the 


fantastic stage animation tech¬ 
niques demanded by designers, each 
eager to add new theatrical twists to 
their particular vision. 

Complicated lighting, hydraulic 
and pneumatic systems create 
scenery changes that are now a 
common part of modern shows. 
Great visual illusion is everything 
in magical productions such as Mary 
Poppins or Grease. This is all operat¬ 
ed through computers, using an 
array of cutting-edge technology. 

Clearwater’s objective is to bring 
the designers’ unique idea to life and 
make it work. Each production is a 
one-off set created from scratch and 
is often still being developed during 
the rehearsal period. 

It has had to alter sets right up to the 
last moment and the companysbiggest 
challenge is to meet the deadline to for 
the grand opening. There are no excus¬ 
es if the theatre doors are not opened 
on the first night of a production. 

Although Frank and the team had 
planned to base the company in 
west London, Kent soon become their 
preferred choice. 

“We looked for a suitable location

Two men saved

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out west, but London prices were 
astronomical. Then we realised that 
in Kent there were also good trans¬ 
port links to central London and a 
pool of skilled people that had been 
involved in the Navy dockyard.” 

It was enough to convince them Kent 
was the place to establish the company. 

Mike Ranson, after “dropping out” of 
college in 1982, became Frank’s 
apprentice from the very beginning. 
He describes himself as “a spotty oik” 
before he came under Frank’s wing. 

The 44-year-old said: “I was Frank’s 
boy and he taught me everything I 
know from the shop floor up, that’s 
the best place to learn.” 

The three agree that it is getting 
harder to recruit staff. 

Mike said: “People don’t do appren¬ 
ticeships anymore, so they don’t get 
the basic skills in place.” 

Frank added: “By the time you’re good 


enough to call yourself skilled in this 
industry, you’re good for nothing else.” 

Luckily they have had no disasters 
during the live shows, but they have 
come perilously close. 

The set of Peter Pan self-destructed 
as three beds designed to fold away 
“just imploded on themselves during 
rehearsals”. 

Elevated 

Then there was the time Elton John 
went through the stage floor as he 
jumped from one piano-playing area 
to another. On a Rolling Stones tour 
they were asked to build a huge lifting 
stage, which elevated the entire band 
above the audience. 

Sir Mick Jagger, afraid of heights, 
took one look and said “not bloody 
likely’ and refused to get on it. The 
show was rearranged, with Jagger 
keeping his feet firmly on the ground. 


From the shop floor behind the 
design office, construction noise 
restarts after the afternoon tea break. 

A busy forklift truck roars into 
action as Lee, a specialist driver, deli¬ 
cately shifts scenery for a National 
Ballet production of Sleeping Beauty. 

Three scenic artists are painting 
the backdrops as fast as the paint 
can dry.

National Theatre fills the cavernous 
workshop.

Coastal home prices will see 
benefit of high-speed rail link 


THERE is much gloom about in the housing 
market at the moment, however new 
research from Halifax Estate Agents has 
said that parts of Medway and east Kent will 
become property hotspots when high-speed 
commuter services begin late next year.

Cargo ship ran 
aground in Strait 

COASTGUARDS have successfully refloated 
an enormous cargo ship that ran aground in 
the Dover Strait. 

The German-registered LT Cortesia, which 
was carrying more than 40,000 tonnes of cargo 
in metal containers, ran aground on the Vame 
Bank, nine miles south of Dover Harbour, 
early on Wednesday morning. 

The ship was travelling from the Thames 
Port to the Suez. 

None of the crew aboard the 90,000-tonne 
vessel was hurt and they all remained aboard 
the vessel as it was refloated by three tugs on 
Wednesday evening. 

The Maritime and Coastguard Agency has 
confirmed that the ship remained watertight 
throughout and there was no spillage of pollu¬ 
tion. 

Coastguard investigators are now trying to 
work how the ship came to run aground. 


‘The lion of Kent’ 

Cricketer Alfred 
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LONG before Freddie Flintoff, 
Ian Botham and even WG Grace, 
a giant Kent cricketer was the 
most feared and revered sports¬ 
man of his day. 

Alfred Mynn was the most popular and 
famous cricketer in the land in the first half 
of the 19th century and his performances 
and reputation played a big part in popu¬ 
larising the sport. 

More than six-foot tall and weighing in at 
24-stone, Mynn was a larger-than-life 
figure who gained the nickname ‘the Lion of 
Kent’ and reputedly lived on a diet of beef 
and beer. 

He took more than 1,000 known wickets 
at an average of little over 10 runs each at 
a time when cricket pitches were far from 
the manicured lawns of the modern era. 

He was also an able batsman who estab¬ 
lished a reputation as a great all-rounder. 

Extreme 

Mynn was from farming stock, although 
it is not known if he ever worked as a 
farmer, and as an amateur cricketer 
with no known income he found himself 
bankrupt a number of times and, on one 
occasion, in debtor’s prison. 

He has recently been named the fifth 
greatest British sportsperson of all time by 
writer Jon Henderson, who compiled a top 
100 for his book Best of British Hendo’s 
Sporting Heroes. 

Bom in Goudhurst in 1807, he played for 
Kent between 1834 and 1859, and also had 
stints at Sussex, Hampshire and Suffolk. 

Upon his death in 1961, William Prowse 
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BIG NEWS: Alfred Mynn took more than 
1,000 wickets during his cricket career 

wrote a poem in his honour. 

It ended: “Proudly, sadly will we name 
him to forget him were a sin. Lightly lie 
the turf upon thee, kind and manly 
Alfred Mynn!’ 

Mr Henderson described Mynn as “the 
Falstaffian frontiersman of cricket”. 

He added: “He was the Lion of Kent, a hop 
farmer and man of extreme size whose 
boots, it was said, were too big for all but 
WG Grace to fill.” 

Kent cricket historian Derek Carlaw 
described him as “the Freddie Flintoff of 
his day”. 

He said: “He was the most famous crick¬ 
eter of his day. He was a fast bowler and a 
big man and he just caught the public’s 
imagination.”

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Gay clergy row 
could split CofE

THE Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
attempts to avoid a split in the 
Church over the issue of homosex¬ 
uality suffered another blow after 
it was revealed he met with gay 
clergy in secret. 

Dr Rowan Williams held the meeting at All 
Hallows church in London on November 29, 
where he gave Communion to gay and lesbian 
clergy. 

It took place without the knowledge of the 
Bishop of London, Richard Chartres, despite 
being ‘on his patch’. 

The meeting came at a particular¬ 
ly sensitive time for the Church, 
with the issue of homosexuality, and 
particularly the ordination of gay 
bishops, threatening to cause the 
biggest split in the Anglican 
Church’s history. 

The Archbishop has so far man¬ 
aged to avoid such a split, having 
flown out to America in September 
for last ditch talks to persuade the 
American Episcopal Church to 
abandon its decision to ordain gay 
bishops, as it had done in 2003 with 
the ordination of Gene Robinson in 
New Hampshire. 

Boycott 

Several diocese split from the 
American church as a result of the 
ordination, which also prompted 
some conservative clergymen, par¬ 
ticularly in Africa, to call for the 
Americans to be cast out of its inter¬ 
national body, the Anglican 
Communion. 

Conservative clergy have now set 
up the Global Anglican Future 
Conference (GAFCON) in Israel and 
Palestine in June, six weeks before 
the Lambeth Conference in 
Canterbury. 

Organisers have denied the 
GAFCON is a deliberate rival to 
Lambeth, but many conservative 
bishops are expected to boycott the 
latter in favour of the former. 

The Bishop of Rochester, Dr 
Michael Nazir-Ali was among those

■ THE number of Catholic churchgoers in the UK now outnumbers 
Anglicans, according to a survey. 

Figures revealed by the Daily Telegraph show there are now 861,000 
practicing Catholics in UK churches, compared to 852,000 Anglicans. 

The large number of practicing Catholics has been put down to a rise 
in people from largely Catholic countries such as Poland and Lithuania 
coming to the UK. 

Anglican church services have seen attendances fall by around 20 
per cent over the last seven years, although it is estimated that around 
25 million Britons consider themselves to be Anglicans compared to just 
four million Catholics. 


GAFCON and has said he may boy¬ 
cott the Lambeth Conference. 

Dr Williams has not invited Gene 
Robinson to Lambeth. 

He has also not invited Martyn 
Mimms, an American bishop who 
defected to Africa, where Archbishop 
Akinola of Nigeria invested him 
with responsibility for Americans 
who had broken with the US 
Episcopal Church. 

The Bishop of Manchester this 
week heaped further pressure on the 
Archbishop by criticising the 
Lambeth Conference for shying away 
from the issue of homosexuality. 

He also criticised the bishops who 
have threatened to boycott the event. 

He said: “However deep family 
arguments and differences are, we 
ought to be following the New 
Testament pattern of meeting 
together to pray, to learn, to eat and 
to share. 


“The first Lambeth Conference 
was called in the wake of controver¬ 
sy; and it would be exceedingly odd 
- even irresponsible - for the bish¬ 
ops to avoid, and appear to sweep 
under the carpet, the very issues 
that are currently inhibiting our 
common witness to Christ across 
the world.” 

The Lambeth Conference is due to 
take place at the University of Kent 
at Canterbury between July 10 and 
August 4. 

A spokesman for the Bishop of 
London insisted the Bishop “was not 
annoyed” about the Eucharistic 
service taking place without his 
knowledge. He said the Archbishop 
did not need to seek permission 
under canon law to hold the service.

ONE of our other key roles is the production 
of a Management Plan for the AONB on 
behalf of the local authorities with part of the 
AONB within their boundary. 

Under the 2000 Countryside and Rights of 
Way Act all AONBs (40 in England and Wales) 
were required to produce a Management Plan, 
also under the Act we are required to review 
these plans every five years. 

We have now started the review process for 
the Kent Downs AONB Plan and will be 
consulting widely ahead of the production of 
our revised plan in 2009. 

If this seems like a long time it’s because there 
are a number of procedures we must comply 
with in order that our plan carries as much 
weight as possible within the planning system. 

The Kent Downs Management Plan sets 
out the priorities and policies for the 
conservation and enhancement of the Kent 
Downs AONB. We involve many, many 
partners to produce a document that they 
will all sign up to delivering and thus secure 
the future for this important landscape.

FOR those who are tired of the 
hours spent applying make-up 
that ends up smearing or run¬ 
ning, a Kent woman is offering a 
permanent solution. 

Karen Callow runs Beauty Contours, a 
Sheemess-based company that specialises 
in cosmetic tattooing. 

The treatment involves carefully applied 
non-toxic, hypoallergenic micro pigments 
being placed into the dermal layer of the 
skin using sterile, single-use needles.

Glowing skin in winter

THE winter months can 
take its toll on the skin, but 
there are plenty of things 
you can do to protect 
against harsh winds and 
plummeting temperatures. 

Dr Sue Holdstock is one of the 
founding members of the British 
Association of Cosmetic Doctors. 

She said: “Smooth, radiant skin 
that’s glowing with vitality and beau¬ 
ty is easily achievable in the chilly, 
wintry season. 

'Tour face needs extra-special care 
and protection from winter’s harsh 
conditions, but you mustn’t forget 
other exposed areas, such as your 
hands and neck. Biting winds, hot 
baths, central heating and cold tem¬ 
peratures can all cause sensitive, 
tight and itchy skin.” 

Acne can spoil the party season for 
many and Dr Holdstock said: “The 
vast majority of people will at some 
time suffer from acne with more and 
more women in their 30s and 40s 
becoming prone to spots.” 

She said Dermapure do a fantastic 
Acne Home Care Kit costing £125, 
which achieves remarkable results in 
two weeks. 

“Look for products which contain 
anti-inflammatory properties such as 
vitamin C - SkinCeuticals C&E 
Ferulic is probably recognised as the 
best on the market.

there are clinic-based procedures, 
such as laser therapy, medical micro¬ 
dermabrasion and/or salicylic resur- 
facers, which is fantastic for melting 
blackheads away.” 

To battle dry skin, she recommends 
keeping the skin pH in balance by 
looking for soaps with creme in their 
name. 

Dr Holdstock said: “Body brushing 
will also help to remove dead skin 
cells and allow any moisturiser you 
apply to be absorbed more easily. 
Moisturise the skin on your legs 
every time you shower or bathe. Also, 


keep your legs covered against the 
elements.” 

Wrinkles and age spots do worry 
many, but she said: “These are often 
treated with a combination of treat¬ 
ments. The dermal filler, Restylane 
Vital, is ideal for helping to reduce 
wrinkles, making the hands look 
much younger, plumper and firmer. 
You will need three treatments, two 
weeks apart. 

“The other treatment I would rec¬ 
ommend would be a TCA chemical 
skin peel for the age spots. This is 
applied in a special ‘one touch’ tech¬ 
nique and will ‘burn off the age spots 
to give your hands an even tone and 
younger appearance.” 

Facial hair can be tackled using 
laser removal. She said: ‘You can 
banish those pesky hairs once and for 
all. It’s easy, painless and more 
importantly - permanent. You may 
need two to four sessions to complete¬ 
ly eradicate the hairs. 

“At £50 per session, it’s well worth 
the confidence boost.” 

Stopping lips drying out can be 
done by gentle exfoliation with a soft 
baby toothbrush to get rid of dead 
skin cells. 

Dr Holdstock said: “Do this once or 
twice a week and you’ll be amazed at 
the difference it makes. Always apply 
a lip balm, and keep it with you 
throughout the day. Avoid glycerine- 
based products as this attracts mois¬ 
ture from the lips. SkinCeuticals do a 
fantastic lip balm, but if you want to 
add to your natural pout, try 
DermaQuest’s C-Lipoic lip enhancer. 

And stopping armpits from sweat¬ 
ing can be done with Botox, which 
stops the glands from producing per¬ 
spiration for around eight months.

Brown’s green 
talk is cheap 

THERE is no doubt the Government talks 
the talk when it comes to the environment. 

Gordon Brown has vowed not only to 
meet various targets, but to make Britain a 
world leader in tackling climate change. He 
said as much when he addressed the Bali 
conference in November. 

But words are cheap, and so far actions 
have not always measured up to the oft- 
stated lofty aspirations. 

If Mr Brown and his colleagues are 
serious about meeting the challenge they 
have set themselves then one of the things 
they need to do is reduce the numbers of 
people using their cars. Certainly, they need 
to give people no extra reasons for choosing 
their cars over public transport. 

The train fare hikes are doing just that. 

Not only is it more expensive in many 
cases to get on the train than in the car, but 
it is getting more so. If the Government was 
serious about getting people out of their 
cars, fares would be reduced so much that it 
was clearly to people’s advantage to take 
the train. 

Another environmental test will be the 
Government’s decision on the new 
Kingsnorth coal-fired power station. 

Critics say that if the Government 
intends to meet carbon emissions targets, 
let alone act as a global leader, then it 
would be wise to veto Kingsnorth and 
consign coal-burning stations to history. 

Ministers have made it clear they are 
looking at a range of options for future 
power stations, including coal. 

If they choose to give Kingsnorth the 
green light they will need to make a 
compelling case for it. 


OPINION: 


I WOULD like to wish Kent a 
happy and prosperous 2008. 

The start of a year is a time to 
look forward, as well as to reflect on 
the last 12 months. I am pleased 
with Kent County Council’s 
achievements during 2007, many 
of which have been recognised 
through independent assessment 
by government inspectors. 

We achieved many accolades. 
The way we look after older and 
vulnerable people was given the 
top rating by government for the 
sixth year running. The three star 
rating from the Commission for 
Social Care Inspection, the 
highest rating possible, means 
that adult social care in Kent is 
one of only four of England’s 150 
local authorities to receive the top 
rating every year since the 
inspection system began. 

We were praised for our services 
for children and young people by 
Ofsted and the Commission for 
Social Care Inspection. Our 
services for children, young people 
and schools maintained three 
stars, with outstanding capacity 
to improve further. The leadership 
of services for children and young 
people was also rated as 
outstanding. 

We were delighted to be 
presented with the award for 
Transport Authority of The Year. 
This was the result of much 
innovation, the great success of 
Fastrack in Dartford and 
Gravesham and the highly 
successful introduction of the 
Kent Freedom Pass in June 2007. 
Nearly 5000 young people have

already taken advantage of the 
scheme which allows students 
aged 11 to 16 free travel on bus 
services in Kent once they have 
purchased a pass for a one-off fee 
of £50. The scheme will be rolled 
out across Kent by 2009. 

And for the second year running, 
Kent has been awarded the highest 
level four award by the Audit 
Commission for its use of resources 
despite ever tougher criteria. 

We are endeavouring to keep 
the council tax increase as low as 
possible for 2008-09 despite a 
government grant settlement 
that necessitates some £30m of 
real savings and efficiencies. We 
would very much like to set 
council tax in line with the level of 
inflation (currently 4.2 per cent 
RPI). This will only be possible if 
the government reimburses us for 
the full cost of looking after 
unaccompanied asylum-seeking 
children.

We are totally committed 
to caring for these vulnerable 
children who have often been 
through significant hardship, but 
it is unfair if Kent taxpayers have 
to foot the bill. 


This is an extremely exciting 
time for education in the county 
and I am delighted to be 
overseeing the biggest 
transformation for many years. 

Last year’s school results 
particularly at key stage 4 were 
excellent. We will continue to 
expand our pioneering 

apprenticeship and vocational 
training programmes which will 
help more young people to acquire 
the skills that the commercial 
world is so desperate for. KCC is 
piloting a range of innovative 
strategies for 14 to 24 year olds 
which will deliver enormous 
rewards in future years. 

Quality employment 

opportunities are totally 
dependent upon a strong and 
growing economy in the county of 
Kent. Our support to the Kent 
economy will continue to be a top 
priority for many years to come. 

I hope businesses will choose 
Kent as their ideal location with 
our proximity to London and 
mainland Europe. Kent has so 
much to offer and there are so 
many exciting developments 
evolving around the county. 

In east Kent there are a whole 
range of opportunities such as the 
London Array windfarm 

technology potentially being 
serviced from Ramsgate harbour, 



exciting development opportunities 
at Manston Airport and the build of 
the Turner Contemporary gallery. 

The Channel Tunnel Rail Link 
domestic services opening in 2009 
from Ebbsfleet, Ashford and 
Folkestone, and the improved 
connectivity across the county to 
London, should not be 
underestimated in terms of its 
effect in stimulating and further 
supporting inward investment 
and Kent’s enormous competitive 
advantage, compared to other 
parts of the South East. 

Working with our partners we 
will continue to deliver the very 
best public services and help to 
stimulate the right climate for a 
growing, strengthening economy 
that will provide job opportunities 
for generations to come.

but left-hand drive production of the car 
has been in full swing for months and 
already allowed it to become a best-seller 
on the Continent and the 2007 winner of 
European Car of the Year (COTY). 

Leaving aside the fact that France and 
Italy treat this contest rather like the 
Eurovision Song Contest, rarely allowing 
Audi, BMW, Mercedes and VW to get a look 
in, this is probably one of the most under¬ 
standable verdicts in years. 

And that is also despite the fact that tech¬ 
nically, the 500 is not such a new design - 
the car is underpinned by the Fiat Panda, a 
COTY winner itself in 2004. 

The 500 polled 385 COTY points from the 


58-strong judging panel - motoring writers 
from 22 countries - beating impressive 
rivals such as the Mazda2 supermini (325 
votes), all-new Ford Mondeo (202), Kia 
Ceed (166) and Qashqai (147). 

Germany’s best effort was sixth, with the 
Mercedes C-Class (128), while the French 
had to settle for seventh this time, with the 
Peugeot 308 (97) - France should get its 
usual turn next year though (ouch!). 

With no large-scale wholly British motor 
makers now, no one could accuse our six 
UK judges of bias though and Autocar’s 
Steve Cropley admitted the 500’s victory 
was predictable: 

“Every now and then a car comes along 
that undoubtedly deserves to be Car of The 
Year - the Fiat 500 is one of those cars. 
Thirty four of the 58 jurors placed the Fiat 


500 at the top of their lists, a clear indica¬ 
tion that this was indeed the year for Fiat. 
Good things come in small packages.” 

The 500 is available from £7,900, but is 
already a huge success in Europe where it 
has a 14.1 per cent share of the market’s 
city car segment and a Euro NCAP five- 
star crash safety rating and features seven 
airbags. 

But most of its appeal stems from ‘design¬ 
er’ status and potential for customisation 
due to: four trim levels, three engines, 
15 interiors and 12 colours - including six 
vintage hues that evoke memories of the 
50s and 60s - plus myriad accessories and 
add-ons.

CHRISTMAS and New Year sees 
the cook of the household at her (or 
his) most creative. 

Not so much in producing the Christmas 
Day spread, but using up leftovers cleverly 
enough to tempt jaded palates. 

The same skill is deployed with varying 
degrees of success by the motor industry: Ford 
got away with it for years by serving up the 
same old Escort, before customers started bang¬ 
ing the cutlery about and forced Dagenham to 
cook up the radically different Focus. 

Of course, the French have long been famous 
for culinary adaptation, so it is appropriate 
that Peugeot has come up with a piece de 
resistance for the same family hatchback seg¬ 
ment as the Focus - the ‘new’ 308. 

It is a more stylish car than the rather lumpen 
307, with an interior that could come from the 
executive sector and disguising how the 308’s 
predecessor lives on beneath the surface. 

While I cannot argue with the adage “don’t 
fix it if it ain’t broke”, a week with the 308 sug¬ 
gested that Peugeot might have done more to 
improve chassis characteristics carried over 
from the 307; you still hear and feel more 
than you want to of the suspension interacting 
with the road. 

The electric-hydraulic steering also still feels a 
little dull - all the more so, once you realise that 
despite a pliant ride, the 308 tightens up nice¬ 
ly on the bends and can be chucked about a bit. 

However, if presentation is key to the

mystique of great cuisine, then the 308 is a 
dish to savour. 

It is smarter in the metal than suggested by 
early publicity shots and wears a striking ver¬ 
sion of Peugeot’s ‘grinning shark’ grille - I 
grinned myself on learning that our test car 
was finished in shark grey metallic. 

But the interior sells it; with or without the 
brilliant panoramic glass roof standard on SE 
and Sport models - for which there is an elec¬

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mous for this class. This is achieved by the 
expanse of deep windows and the elegant low 
set dashboard. 

It is not all optical illusion though, as the car 
seats five with decent leg and headroom plus 
above-average boot space and lots of other 
convenient stowage. 

On top of that, Peugeot has thrown the cook¬ 
book at the trimmings, with materials that 
feel expensive and robust - something you 
could not always say about the 307 - and a 
well-arranged dashboard. 


There seemed to be a fault with the sophisti¬ 
cated SE level audio system in the test car 
though - the radio tended to drift off on mys¬ 
tery tours, apparently designed to expose me 
to the wonders of rap music. 

Nevertheless, as the company did much to 
rectify the flaky electrics of early 307s, we can 
assume that the 308 will be more dependable. 

Our car was the petrol flagship, a tur¬ 
bocharged 150bhp 1.6-litre unit developed 
jointly with BMW that is quiet and refined 
even under pressure - one reason why you can 


hear chassis activity - delivering 0-62mph in a 
respectable 8.8 seconds. It also slips along and 
cruises well on the motorway, adding to the 
upmarket feel. 

In the drive to be greener though, it is the 
diesels that will attract most attention; not 
only is Peugeot famed for the type, but also 
offers the 308 with a frugal HDi 90 unit emit¬ 
ting just 120g/km of C02, thereby qualifying 
for road tax of only £35 a year, and a possible 
average of 40mpg. A diesel-electric hybrid is 
also on the stocks.

Victory will nut ex-champ on 
o ath to big British title shot

BOXER Takaloo has hit out 
at claims his career is over 
and has warned he is back 
and ready to fulfil ambi¬ 
tions of world title glory. 

The Margate boxer returns to the 
ring on Saturday to fight Anthony 
Small for the vacant Southern Area 
light middleweight title at York Hall 
in Bethnal Green. 

The fight is on the undercard of the 
British super featherweight clash 
between Carl Johannesson and Kevin 
Mitchell and represents a chance for 
Takaloo to get his career back on 

The 32-year-old lost his WBU wel¬ 
terweight title against Michael Jen¬ 
nings in April after struggling to 
make the weight and suffering with 
tonsillitis. Commentators said 
Takaloo looked tired and could have 
been thinking about a court case that 
was hanging over him at the time, but 
has since been dropped. 

However, the fighter told Kent on 


Sunday he is back fighting fit and can 
concentrate fully on the sport, togeth¬ 
er with the help of trainer Jim 
McDonell who is back again in 
Takaloo’s corner. 

He told KoS: “I definitely feel really 
good. This time there are no excuses 
and I have everyone around me again 
and my boxing has been improving. 
When people start changing trainers 
things can go wrong. 

“For me, I have been boxing since I 
was seven and to get a good relation¬ 
ship takes time with a coach, but I am 
happy to be back with Jim and we are 
going to go all the way.” 

Big stage 

With problems behind him, he has 
been back in training and feels he is 
more suited to the light mid¬ 
dleweight category. The fight with 
Small gives him a chance to get him¬ 
self back on the big stage. 

He said: “I have never stopped 
training but I have been stepping it 
up hard over the last few months and 
my body is beginning to feel it, so now 
is the time to start tapering it off in 
time for the fight. 

“I am willing to put myself through 


it in this fight to prove a point to 
myself and to everyone else.” 

Takaloo’s opponent is known as a 
big talker, but in his last fight, against 
Bradley Pryce, he ran out of steam 
and the fight was stopped in the sev¬ 
enth round. Small has been trying to 
wind Takaloo up, but the Margate 
boxer insists it hasn’t been working. 

“He is a character but he comes into 
this fighting for his life because he is 
going to get a big performance from 
me -1 am ready for him,” he said. “He 
talks about himself a lot and how 
good he thinks he is, but you have to 
be able to back it up. 

“Both of us need this fight as it is a 
crossroads in both our boxing careers. 
People have been writing me off so I 
want to show them I am back. 

“I want to win and win in style. I 
will win in midway stoppages, proba¬ 
bly round five or six. 

“I want to be the best light mid¬ 
dleweight boxer in Britain but this 
fight is not about winning, it is about 
sending a message out to the boxing 
world: The Tak man is back man.”

The Rochester & 

Cobham GC member 
is part of the 12-man 
England A squad for 
2008 and will aim to further his reputation 
with a good showing at the English Ama¬ 


teur Championships at Woodhall Spa, 
Lincolnshire in July. 

JOE DENLY: The 21-year-old Kent open¬ 
ing batsmen has been a real find for the 
county after progressing through the ranks 
at the club and taking over from David Ful¬ 
ton at the top of the order. 

Denly, from Whit- 
stable, showed his class 
in an unbeaten knock 
of 115 against Hamp¬ 
shire which included 
Shane Wame and Aus¬ 
tralian seam bowler 
Stuart Clark. 

An innings of 83 
against India’s Test 
attack while playing 
for England Lions in 
the summer showed 
his credentials on the 
international stage. 

He was called up as part of the England 
Performance Programme for a tour of 
India in the winter where he scored runs 
against a strong spin attack. The young¬ 
ster will be looking for another consistent 


season for Kent to push his claims for a 
Test spot further. 

KIRK SHEPHERD: What lies in store for 
this new darts superstar? After reaching the 
final of the PDC World Championships at 
Alexandra Palace, the 21-year-old from 
Ramsgate has now set his sights on a profes¬ 
sional career in the sport. 

His performances in 
darts’ toughest cham¬ 
pionship showed he 
has character and no 
lack of skill. He 
climbed from 140 in 
the rankings to be 
among one of the top 
32 in the world, so 
2008 holds much 
promise for Shepherd. 

The former Win- 
mau World Masters 
Youth Champion, British youth champion 
and England youth player, had much 
success as a youngster and will hope to 
transfer this to the men’s game. 

His experience at the Aly Paly will no 
doubt stand him in good stead. 


LEON GAMIER: Superbike ace Leon 
Camier had a mixed debut in the British 
Superbike Championship last season finish¬ 
ing eighth in the 
series, despite missing 
the last two meetings 
through injury. 

The Ashford-born 
rider had a hatful of 
top 10 finishes, includ¬ 
ing two podiums in his 
first ever race meeting 
at Brands Hatch with 
a privateer team. 

The 21-year-old will 
be fit and raring to go 
for the 2008 season after securing a deal 
with front running team, Airwaves Ducati 
where he will be team-mate to former Moto 
GP racer Shane Byrne. 

SOPHIE AINSWORTH: Reigning world 
youth 29er champion Sophie Ainsworth is 
hoping to follow in the footsteps of Olympic 
champion Sophie 
Ayton in 2008. 

The 18-year-old sailor 
from Ashford is hoping 
to qualify for the Beijing 
Olympics and is a real 
medal hope when the 
games come to London 
in 2012. 

Ainsworth, who is a 
university student, 
has stepped up to the 
Olympic 470 class and 
is hoping to have the same success as her 
previous 29er class. She will be partnered by 
fellow student Sophie Weguelin and they 
will be competing against the world’s best 
this year.

A WHIRLWIND couple of weeks 
has been described as a “dream 
come true” by Kirk Shepherd after 
his amazing rise to fame in reach¬ 
ing the final of the PDC World 
Darts Championships. 

The 21-year-old from Ramsgate shocked 
the sport after entering the competition as 
a qualifier ranked 140 in the world before 
reaching the final, beating world stars Peter 
Manley and Wayne Mardle on the way 

Canadian John Part ended the fairytale with 
a commanding 7-2 win in the final, but the 
Kent youngster left the competition with a lot 
more than the £50,000 cheque for his efforts. 

He helped put darts in the spotlight as a 
sport and his energy on the stage earned 
him great support among the crowd at the 
Alexandra Palace, while his endeavours at 
the oche saw him break into the top 32 in 
the world. 

It could have been very different as he faced 
Terry Jenkins in the first round, who had four 
darts at the double to beat Shepherd, but 
failed to see the game through and the Kent 
star came back to win 3-2. 

Coming back from the brink of defeat was 
an integral theme throughout the competi¬ 
tion, as he saved 13 match points on the way 
to the final. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “They had plenty 
of darts to beat me, but they let me back in 
and I managed to win. I never gave up and I 
had to remain confident. I was the most inex¬ 
perienced player there, but you have to 
believe in yourself and I think that is proba¬ 
bly what got me through. 

Confidence 

“There were times when it seemed I was 
dead and buried and I thought to myself it is 
a case of now or never, but I always believed I 
could come back and I did.” 

Having qualified for the championships, 
reaching the final was beyond his wildest 
dreams. However, as the tournament pro¬ 
gressed, he grew in confidence and continued 
to punish his opponents for not taking out 
their doubles. 

He said: “I went into the tournament look¬ 
ing to play well, but I had a really tough 
match to start with. I wanted to do well as I 
didn’t want to make a mug of myself. I just 
kept my head down and just concentrated on 
playing. 

‘When I won the first match the confidence 
seemed to grow even more and I could see 
what the competition was all about. 

“As I kept winning I could feel the momen¬ 
tum and when I got to the semi-final I really 
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believed I could go on to win the tournament. 
I kept thinking about being the youngest one 
to win it.” 

The youngster admits the experience of the 
competition would have been capped off if he 
had faced darts heroes Phil Taylor and Den¬ 
nis Priestley, but in the end he was happy 
with his performances. 

He told KoS he went into the final with 
Part looking to start quickly and win the 
opening the sets, but in the end it went the 
other way and he had to settle for second 
place - an amazing feat considering not 
many people had heard of him before the 
tournament. 

He said: “It was without a doubt the best 
Christmas and start to a New Year; it was a 
real dream come true. 

‘Winning the quarter-final against Peter 
Manley was probably one of the highlights 


because that guaranteed me a place in the 
Grand Slam of Darts which is also televised 
and that was quite special.” 

Shepherd has now quit his job as a sheet 
metal worker in Ramsgate on a quest to 
make it as a professional darts player and 
believes he has it in him to be a success. 

“I want to go on holiday for a week and 
then get a new car,” he said. “On the darts 
front, I want to play in as many darts compe¬ 
titions as I can and continue to do well. 

“I think I can cut it in the professional 
game and my performances in the tourna¬ 
ment proved that.” 

He is next on the oche at the Gateshead 
Stadium on January 13 in the UK Open 
Regional Finals.

Stimson makes transfer moves 


LESS than a week since the transfer window 
opened, Gillingham manager Mark Stimson 
has already been busy launching an ambi¬ 
tious range of approaches in a bid to strength¬ 
en his squad, writes David Pritchard, 

The Gills boss is scouring the divisions to 
add the three or four new players he wants 
before the transfer window closes at the end 
of the month, with a pair of Premier League 
youngsters on his shopping list. 

The club are waiting to hear whether their 
offers to take the two players on loan are suc¬ 
cessful, and with the current squad contribut¬ 
ing just 18 goals in 23 league games, a natu¬ 
ral goalscorer is a priority. 

Rejected 

Last month, Stimson revealed the Gills had 
been in negotiations since November with 
Forest Green Rovers for their prolific striker 
Stuart Fleetwood, but after the Blue Square 
Premier side rejected three offers last week, 
hopes are fading. 

Stimson said: “I would be very pleased if we 
did get him, but I would be surprised as well. 
Forest Green have a chance to get into the 
play-offs, which I don’t think happens to them 
very often, so understandably they don’t want 
to let him go.” 

Gills chairman Paul Scally is planning to 
speak to his opposite number at the Glouces¬ 
tershire club in the next few days in an effort 
to strike a deal. 

If their offer is turned down for a fourth 
time, Stimson may turn his attentions to

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other targets, one of whom is promising 
Stevenage Borough midfielder Stuart Lewis. 

Gills are also in the market for a centre-half, 
with Grays Athletic’s Jon Ashton on the hit- 
list. They have had no luck so far, but a deal 


could be done before the end of the month. 

Stimson said: “We made an approach which 
was turned down but results change things, if 
they go out of the FA Trophy then maybe we 
could do a deal. 

“Everyone has the best interests of their 
club at heart. It’s the same with us, if someone 
rang me before the MK Dons match looking 
to sign one of my players I would say no, 
but afterwards then it might be a different 
answer.” 

To accommodate the new players arriving 
at the club, some of the existing squad will be 
moved on. 

Teenage star Luke Freeman has been court¬ 
ed by Arsenal, West Ham United and Newcas¬ 
tle United and is expected to name the team 
he wants to join this week. The north London 
club are thought to be the favourites to cap¬ 
ture the 15-year-old’s signature. 

One confirmed departure is loan striker 
Shabazz Baidoo, who has returned to QPR 
after failing to make an impact during his six- 
week stay. 

Leroy Griffiths’ future will be decided next 
week before his short-term deal expires 
later this month. The striker has had limit¬ 
ed opportunities since joining in November, 
but may have done enough to earn a longer 
deal after scoring against Nottingham 
Forest last month. 

Doubts remain over a number of the rest of 
the squad including Kelvin Jack, Steve 
Lomas, David Graham Aaron Brown and 
Guylain Ndumbu-Nsungu.

KENT all-rounder James 
Tredwell has been celebrating 
after being called up for England’s 
One-Day International squad for 
the tour to New Zealand. 

The 25-year-old was the surprise inclu¬ 
sion of the 16-man squad to tour New 
Zealand, along with Tim Ambrose who was 
named at the expense of Sussex wicket¬ 
keeper Matt Prior. 

Tredwell will battle it out with 
Nottinghamshire’s Graeme Swann for the 
spinner’s berth in the team which plays 
five ODIs against the Black Caps. 

A delighted Tredwell told Kent on 
Sunday: “I had an inkling something was 
happening, but it was still a wonderful 
moment when David Graveney rang me to 
confirm my selection for the one-day leg of 
the tour. 

“I was wondering if I was about 
to be made captain of the England Lions 
tour of India, or something like that, but 
then to get my first senior England call-up 
- it’s fantastic.” 

Attack 

The inclusion comes after a great year for 
the Kent star, who has often led the attack 
for the club as the county’s only spinner and 
has chipped in with important runs in all 
forms of the game. 

He said: “It’s nice to be recognised for 
what I’ve done out on the field for Kent over 
the past few years in particular. During 
that time I feel my one-day cricket has been 
good, and I’ve also made big strides at first- 
class level too. 

“I now regard myself as an all-rounder, 
rather than as a bowler who can bat, and I 
think Peter Moores is just as keen as his 
predecessor as England coach, Duncan 
Fletcher, on having a good balance to the 
side in both ODI and Test cricket.” 

With Monty Panesar being left out of the 
ODI leg of the New Zealand tour - so he 
can prepare himself with the England 
Lions in India for the Test series against the 
Kiwis that follows - there is an opportunity 
for Swann and Tredwell to push their 
claims as the spinners in one-day matches. 

“Graeme went to Sri Lanka with 
England before Christmas, so I imagine he 
will be looked at as the number one spin¬ 
ner before we get to New Zealand,” he said. 
“But I will be aiming to impress, at 
Loughborough before the tour and in the 
early warm-up games, and perhaps there 
might also be occasions when we both 
get chosen.” 

Tredwell has just returned after spending 
last month with the England Performance 
Programme in India. He performed well, 
picking up six wickets in the two games, 
recording figures of 3-24 and 3-45 and

believes his efforts against a country 
renowned for their ability to play spin, 
improved his chances of a call-up. 

He said: “I feel I bowled and batted well 
and obviously I impressed those in charge 
there, because I’m sure that has had some¬ 
thing to do with my promotion to senior 
England level. 

“I tried to make sure my general attitude 
and approach to training was good and I also 
enjoyed working with Ashley Giles, who was 
on the trip as a specialist spin coach. 

“He was a big source of information for me 
and he gave a couple of little tips, but basical¬ 
ly my technique is sound and I’ve worked veiy 
hard on that for a good number of years now.” 

Tredwell will now spend much of his time 
in the nets at St Lawrence before jetting 
off to New Zealand, but firstly he expects 
to spend time celebrating with his family. 


He said: “I’m proud for myself, and for 
Kent, but probably most of all for my par¬ 
ents, John and Rosemary. I managed to 
speak briefly to my dad straight after hear¬ 
ing the news, but I’m looking forward to see¬ 
ing them both to celebrate my selection. 

“Overall, it’s a great day in my career, but 
I now want to try to take whatever oppor¬ 
tunities come my way and also to use this 
tour to push on still further with Kent next 
summer.” 

Kent opening batsmen Joe Denly has been 
called up for the England Lions tour to India 
at the end of the month, which is in recogni¬ 
tion of his performances for the county and 
efforts at the EPP where he continued to 
score runs.
